From the time you pick up a firearm, you become 
part of a system over which you have compete 
control. You are the onty part of the system ttiat 
can make a gun safe - or unsafe. 

You can help meet this responsibility by enroffing 
in hunter safety or shooter safety courses, if you 
have not already done so* You must constantly 
stress safely when handling firearms, especially 
to cMWren and non-shooters Develop safe 
shooting habits and remember firearms safety *s 
up to you Make no mistake about it 

ALCOHOL DRUGS AND GUNS DON'T MIX 

i ALWAYS KEEP TH E MUZ ZLE POINTED IN A 
SAFE DIRECTION 

This ts the most basic safety rule. If everyor.e 
hancPed a firearm so carefully that the muzzfe 
never pointed at something they didn't intend lo 
shoot there would be virtually no firearm 
accadents it s as simple as that, and it s up lo you 

Never potnt your gun at anything you do no! 
intend to shoot A safe direction means a 
direction in which a bullet cannot possibty strike 
anyone, taking into account possible ricochets 
and the fact that bullets can penetrate walls and 
ceSngs Even when *dry firing" with an unloaded 
gun, you should never point the gun at an 
unintended target 



This is your responsibility, and only you can

2. FIREARMS SHOULD BE UNLOADED WHEN
